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Then followed an assignment at Savannah Air Base, Ga., and service with the 46th Bombardment Group at Bowman Field, 
Louisville, Ky. While at Bowman he participated in some of the pioneering air-ground procedures which were worked out 
in conjunction with the First Mechanized Division at Fort Knox. 

Later he joined the Third Air Service Command at McDill AFB, Tampa, Fla. While at McDill he earned rapid promotion 
to Lt. Colonel on January 1, 1942, and to Colonel on March 2, 1942. In June of 1942 he was assigned to Headquarters of the 
Ninth Air Force, Cairo, Egypt. He served as executive and operations officer of the Ninth Air Force Service Command and 
in April, 1943, became its commanding officer. 

With the transfer of the command to England, there was a reorganization of the Ninth and Col. Steele was placed in 
command of the Ninth Air Force Advance Depot Area Command. In March, 1945, he was made deputy commander of the 
First Provisional Air Force Service Command, Vittel, France. While with this unit he was stationed at Schweitzengen., 
Germany. Later he was sent to Nancy, France, for planned redeployment via the U.S. to the Pacific area. While in the 
States, VJ day came and he was reassigned as deputy commander for engineering at the Middletown, Pa., Air Materiel Area. 

In August, 1946, he was ordered to the Industrial College of the Armed Forces where he was a student until July, 1947, 
when he received an assignment to Headquarters, Technical Division, Air Training Command. Prior to service at his last 
station, Lackland Air Force Base, San Antonio, Tex., he served as deputy chief of staff, Technical Division, Air Training 
Command. 

At Lackland he served initially as commander of the 3720th BMTG. On July 1, 1950, he was appointed deputy com- 
mander and chief of staff of the Wing as well as of the base. Col. Steele was promoted to Brigadier General in March 
1951. He was named commander of Lackland on 1 July, 1951. 

On April 1, 1954 he was assigned to Sampson AFB, Geneva, N. Y., assuming command from Maj. Gen. Richard C. 
Lindsay. Shortly after assuming command he was promoted to the grade of Major General. 

Among Gen. Steele’s decorations are the Legion of Merit, the Bronze Star and the French Croix de Guerre with Palm. 
He is rated a Command Pilot. 

Gen. and Mrs. Steele have two children, a son, Wycliffe, Jr., and a daughter, Beverly. 


Gen. Steele’s son recently completed flying training and is now an instructor at Luke AFB, Phoenix, Arizona. 
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‘ "ee Samperou Sto Its history is dotted with Navy “boots,” medicine, 
LY higher education and even agriculture — 


as well as “Basic Airmen, USAF.” 


Sampson Air Force Base, now a sprawling military training center for newly-enlisted airmen, 
traces its short but highly varied history back to the early days of 1942 when America’s partic- 


ipation in World War II brought on a tremendous demand for basic training centers. 


But it was not to train airmen that the $50,000,000 training center was erected in a record 
eight months period back in 1942. The U.S. Navy fathered Sampson as a Naval Training Station 


| to train navy “boots.” 


Named after Admiral William T. Sampson, Spanish-American War Atlantic Fleet Commander, 


a native of Palmyra, New York, Sampson began training its first “boot” in October; 1942. , 


During the course of World War II, some half-million sailors received their primary Naval 


Training at Sampson. 8 


As victory neared in 1945, the navy called a halt to boot training at Sampson and the huge

installation began the first of a series of transitions that was eventually to see it training more 


airmen than any other Air Force Base in the world. | 


The Navy continued operating Sampson until early 1946, utilizing its medical facilities to main- 
tain a 1,500-bed hospital for tuberculosis patients. In 1946, the Veterans Administration took over 
the medical facilities and later that year, the VA relinquished the hospital to New York’s Williard 
| State Hospital,. whigh placed about 19000 mental patients in the former Naval buildings. 


Then, with a record as a training center and a medical center already behind it in four years 
of operation, Sampson turried to still another field — higher education. Sampson College, set up 
by the State of New York to absorb the flood of college students that resulted from GI Bill of 
Rights, used part of Sampson’s area from the fall of 1946 to 1949. In the latter year, Sampson 


entered still another field —— agriculture — when the Commodity Credit Corporation used Samp- 


son buildings to store a fifth of a million bushels of surplus wheat. 


Finally, the day after Armistice Day in 1950, Sampson found its present destiny with the Air 
| Force. On that date, the Navy gave Sampson to the Air Force. On December 8, nearly 300 officers 
| and airmen arrived at the Indoctrination Training Base. A $2,677,000 refitting job started January 
| 7, 1951 and facilities were whipped into shape fast — so fast that the first trainees arrived February 


1, to receive an eight weeks course preparing them for advanced Air Force technical training. 


At the height of the Korean emergency, Sampson was training as many as 25,000 young airmen

The Pingn Laker 


Unique among training centers, Sampson is located in one of America’s most famed resort areas, the 


fabled “‘finger-lakes of west-central New York State.” 


The six big, blue lakes stretching out like a giant 50 mile long hand, were carved by glaciers during 


the last ice age and remain today as ideal bastions of swimming, boating and fishing. 


The long tapering “fingers” of the six lakes — named Seneca, Cayuga, Owasco, Canandaigua, Ska- 
neateles and Keuka — are great bodies of pure fresh water dominating the central section of the Empire 
State. Deep and sheltered by high hills approaching mountain size, the Finger Lakes are generally calm, 


warm for five months of the year, ideal for all water sports, boating and fishing. 


Steeped in Indian lore, the Finger Lake region was once the home of Hiawatha, an Onondaga chief- 
tain who founded the powerful Iroquois Confederacy. Red Jacket, Logan (“Who is there to mourn for 


Logan?”’) and Cornplanter are great Indian names of early history. 


Sampson is located on the shores of Lake Seneca, largest of the Finger Lakes. Nearby towns (sites of 
many a weekend pass for Sampson airmen) are Auburn, “the friendly city”; Canandaigua, “resort 
capital of the finger lakes”; Corning, “Glass Center of the World”; Elmira, “Glider Capital of Ameri- 
ca’; Geneva, nearest city to Snpren Ithaca, home of Cornell University, located “High above Ca- 
yuga’s waters”; Seneca Falls, site of America’s first women’s rights convention; Skaneateles, “Roof 


Garden of the Finger Lakes”; Waterloo, “Crossroads of the Finger Lakes”; and Watkins Glen, site of 


the internationally renowned Grand Prix road race.

The five days of field exercise are designed to 
familiarize trainees in field operations culminating 
in instruction in airdrome defense and the prepara-

Trainees learn how to eat chow in the field, 
pitch tents, use camouflage tactics, practice field 
sanitation procedures, see a munitions demonstra- 
tion, learn scouting and patrolling tactics and ex- 
tended order drill procedures. In addition, all 
trainees receive instruction in identification of war 
gases and participate in gas mask drills that are 
climaxed by a jaunt through the gas chamber. 


He applies these lessons on the last day of field 
exercise when field maneuvers culminate in the 
evacuation of the airdrome drill and the chemical 
obstacle course. 


All in all, it’s a rugged five days, but with many 
worthwhile lessons to teach. 
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The tear gas drill is part of the demonstration 
of the effectiveness of the gas mask in combating 
enemy chemical actions. The trainees are taken 
into a closed gas chamber which — while their 
masks are off — is filled with tear gas. 


The latter, a harmless “harassing” agent, 
nevertheless makes its presence known in no un- 
certain terms. Then, after a few moments of ex- 
posure, the trainees put on their masks and learn, 
conclusively, that a man’s best friend in a gas 
area is his mask.

CHEMICAL OBSTACLE COURSE 
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The Assault Course comes as the climax of the 
five-day Field Exercise. It attempts to graphically 
illustrate many of the lessons the trainees have learned 
in the previous four days on Field Exercise. 


The Obstacle Course at Sampson is set up in 14 
stations, each representing an obstacle that the trainees 
must go over, under, around or through. In addition 
to the obstacles, the course utilizes extensive use of 
smoke, tear gas and other forms of chemical warfare. 
The trainees, taught during the gas drill to put on and 
take off their gas masks under all types of conditions, 
are expected to apply this training when they encounter 
tear gas on the obstacle course. 


As Lt H. Walasinowski, director of the Field Exer- 
cise course, put it: “It’s a kind of preventive main- 
tenance; we want these trainees to be prepared for any 
eventuality, however remote, so we have constructed 
this course to give them as complete an indoctrination 
as we can, consistent with safety.”
